Emergency Rules

Addresses an immediate danger to the public health,
safety, or welfare requires emergency action

Agency takes the action necessary to protect the
public interest

Emergency rule is effective for 90 days

Rule renewed if the agency initiates rulemaking to
address the subject of the emergency rule and:

— 1) A challenge to proposed rule has been filed and is
pending; or

— 2) The proposed rule is awaiting ratification by the
Legislature.

Emergency Rule: Requirements

* Emergency power to support internal temperatures of 80 degrees
or less for 96 hours

* Emergency Power Plans must be submitted to include:
— Acquisition of sufficient generator(s)
— Acquisition and maintenance of sufficient fuel

— Acquisition of services to install, maintain, and test equipment to
ensure safe operation of the generator

* Policies and procedures to effectively activate, operate and
maintain generators and fuel

* Penalties for non-compliance including fines and license revocation

Low Income Pool: History

* Began in 2006 as part of Medicaid Reform pilot
 QOriginal purpose:
— Provide supplemental funding to hospitals, clinics, and

other entities to improve access to health care services in
rural communities.

— Ensure continued government support for the provision of
health care services to the uninsured and underinsured.

« Current purpose:

— Provide government support for safety net providers for
the costs of uncompensated care for low income
Individuals who are uninsured.




How 1t Works

* Local government entities put money into the pool
through Intergovernmental Transfers (IGTs).

— Contributing entities can include counties, municipalities,
and local health care taxing districts.

— The Agency draws matching funds from the federal
government based on the Federal Medical Assistance
Percentage (FMAP).

* The Agency distributes the combined local and federal
funds to qualified providers based on a legislatively
approved distribution model.

Legislative Direction

« Section 28 of Chapter 2017-129, Laws of Florida (SB 2514, a
conforming bill accompanying the 2017 General Appropriations Act)
gives the Agency full spending authority for the 2017-18 LIP
Allotment ($1.5 billion).

 These funds are in reserve pending submission of a budget
amendment to the House and Senate requesting release of the
funds.

— Will include a 2017-2018 LIP distribution model which will show
the government entities contributing funds and the funding
distribution by provider.

— Will include the Reimbursement and Funding Methodology
Document.

LIP Program pays hospitals based on their charity care cost. Hospitals are ranked from high to low based on their percentage of
charity care costs to commercial costs as well as statutory designations and ownership status. Hospitals are then divided into
tiers based on the level of charity care cost to commercial costs and all hospitals are paid a prescribed percentage of their charity

care cost.

Group 1 - Hospitals

Tier 1 - Private Hospitals with a UC ratio greater than or equal to 17%.

Tier 2 - All Public Hospitals, All Children's Hospitals, and Statutory Teaching Hospitals with UC ratio greater than or equal to
